Sir: 

This is a response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
July 13, 2005. By the attached petition for an extension of time, Applicants have extended 
the due date for this response until September 13, 2005. Accordingly, the response is timely. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I (claims 1 & 3-21, drawn to methods of 
treating non-malignant skin lesions using an effective amount of a precursor of 
Protoporphyrin IX) for examination. The election is made without traverse. 

Regarding the elections of species, Applicants select (a) 5 -Aminolevulinic acid as a 
precursor of Protoporphyrin IX, (b) 5-Aminolevulinic acid as an agent that is not a 
photosensitizer but induces the synthesis of Protoporphyrin IX in vivo, (c) topical 
administration, and (d) a wavelength of light between 350-640 nm, as starting points for the 
examination.
